Washington, D. C.—Jan. 19.— 
This is our first weekly news­ 
letter for this session of Con­ 
gress. 
Henceforth, these letters 
will be prepared on Friday of 
each week and mailed to all pa­ 
pers in our district. 
In many speeches and letters 
for many months, I have stated 
that our country was in grave 
peril; that to survive, we must 
maintain (I) economic stability,

extended supply lines and guer- 
i I i warfare in various parts of 
the earth.

All good Americans, of course, 
are determined that such will not 
h • our f ate. 
However, we can 
destroy our democracy in our 
efforts to preserve it. 
A case in point is the proposed 
Universal Service and Training 
Act submitted to the Congress on 
yesterday through the Secretary 
of Defense, Mr. George C. Mar­ 
shall. This is not only a univer­ 
sal draft—-universal training bill, 
hut it goes 
much farther.

nr* poses registration at 17, draft 
at IS. Then it proposes a gigan­ 
tic rehabilitation program for all 
young men who may be rejected 
for physical or mental reasons, 
such physical and mental reha­ 
bilitation to be done, Of course, 
at government expense. The bil­ 
lions now spent on GI education 
vvou’d be but a drop in the buck­ 
er It fur her proposes to draft 
and train in government schools 
annually, 75,000 doctors. This is 
socialized medicine in one pack­ 
age.

Christ the Power of God 
P 
AUL 
calls Jesus 
Christ “the 
power of God” (I Cor. 1.24). 
Whether you believe that Jesus 
could perform 
m iracles 
or not, 
whether you find such a bo lief 
hard or easy, depends a good deal 
on what you think of Christ. If 
you think of him as a m ain much 
like yourself, and no more, then 
you have as hard a tim e believing 
that he could work m iracles as in 
believing that you yourself could 
do so. But if you believe that in 
some way he was m ore than sim­ 
ply a man like yourself, but that 
God was in Christ ( as Paul said), 
that in his mind was the wisdom 
of God and through him surged the 
power of God, you will not have 
much difficulty with the miracles. 
Bat suppose you cannot start 
with the high faith in Christ 
as Son of God; at least you can 
start with historical facts which 
no one can reasonably doubt.

But 
measure your windows and maku 
boxes to fit. Where larger or m ulti­ 
ple windows demand greater length, 
the other dimensions m ust be larger 
in proportion, or single boxes may 
oe provided for each window in a 
group. 
Think of the box as a decoration 
of the house; make it of a suitable 
size and a color to m atch the house 
color or trim. The flowers should be 
chosen to furnish a contrasting, yet 


harmonious color accent. There is a 
wealth of suitable varieties from 
which to choose. 
Rich soil, of the type which florists 
call potting soil, must be used for 
window boxes. Because there is so 
little of it to feed the flowers, it 
should be well fertilized. A table­ 
spoonful of chemical plant food for 
each square foot of soil should be 
used. 
For the annual flowers, at least six 
hours of sun a day is necessary and 
this requires a south window, 'nu* 
best subjects a re those of d w a rf or 
trailing habit, the latter drooping 
festoons of bloom from the boxes. 
P etunias of the balcony type a re ex 
Cullen!, as are the tall nasturtiums, 
the giant morning glories. Dw arf 
petunias, marigolds, ageratum, cal­ 
liopsis, annual pinks, lobelia, dwarf 
m orning glories, phlox, and zinnias 
can be grown, 
Boxes which spend most of the day 
in shade offer a special problem, lf 
the shade is that of a building, per­ 
haps only foliage plants can be 
grown, such as ferns, fancy Slaved 
caladiums. Croton*, rubber plant* 
and other florists* subjects. 
If there is some sun, begonias will 
probably do well. 
Impatiens, the 
Zanzibar balsam, bearing flowers of 
salmon or rose on bushy plants 18 
inches tall, are excellent in semi- 
shaded places. Violas thrive in p a r­ 
tial shade, and the list of flower* 
which will do well increases as the 
amount of sun is enlarged.
